(Allender) Dawson. His (ather and pater-
oul grand faiber were nstives of Irelsnd,
the Intter immigrating 1o America snd be.
comlog a plonser in the viginlty of Pit-
hole, Venaogo eounty. His maternal
grandfather, (Allender). was of English
descent, snd s plonser of what s now
Harmooy towuship. James Dawson
weltled ns early s 1812 on the farnin which
his son, the subject of this sketeh, after-
wurds owned sod spent the greater por-
tion of bik life upon, oleared wod fm-
proved it aod died there long yesrs ngo;
he was s soldler of the war of 1812, It
wis here that Mr. Dawson was born anod
ronred, sod with the exeaption of four or
five vears, his whole life was spent there.
In 1508 he married Miss Susie C., daugh-
ter of Johin W, and Parmelisa Smith, of
Crawford county, To them iwo sons
were born, George R, E. Dawson, and
Ralphb, the lntter baving accidentally shot
and fatally wounded bimsell when s boy,
Mra, Dawson and son George survive,
nlso ong sister, Mrs, J. Tyler Walts, of
Jamuiea, Lopg Island. Threes snd a half
Yoars ago the family moved o Collings-
woud, where they have sinee made their
home,

James Patterson Sigglos died st 515 &,
m, today st his home No, 78 High street,
ot the sge of 78 yours, Deoeased had been
in poor health for some thme and two
wooks ago exbibited indieations of a
genoral breakdown. Thereafter his con-
ditlon grew worse until the end came.

Mr. Siggins was born {o Tlonesta, For-
est connty, Sept, 8, 1888, and enme to Moe-
Kean gounty o 1877, He was united in
marringe in Westtield, N. Y., Jan, 6, 1870,
to Sudle Barden, of Sherman, Chautgugua
county, N. Y., and by & former marriage
to Rachael Henderson, who died May 0,
1873,  Two chlldren weare born o the
first unijon, but both died o childhood,
In July 1801, Mr, Siggios enlisted as a
private in Co, G, 8ird Peopsylvania
voluntesr infuatey, Srd brigade, Ist divi-
sion, 6th army corps. He was soon pro-
moted Lo first sergeant and was wonnded
twice during bis threa years ol service,
Mr, Siggios ook part in the fullowing
battles: Slege of Yorktown, Hanover
Court Houss, Richmond, Second Buaitle
of Bull Run, Antietam, Fredericksburg,
Chaocalloraville, Gettysburg, Mine Run,
Wilderness, Spottsylvanin Conrt  House,
Cold Harbor, Slege of Petersburg and
Weldon Railroad, Ha recoived sn Lione
orable discharge on Sept, 20, 1864,  Hin
pateronl  grand(sther, Goorge SNiggins,
sorved In the war of 15120040 Lis brothers,
Natbaniel 8, and Isanc W, Siggins, ware
